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Rep. Mendel 
Rivers Dies 
in Alabama 


BIRINGHAM, Ala. (AP) - 


Rep. L. Mendel Rivers, the 
fiery, 
powerful 
head 
of 
the 


House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, died early today at Univer- 
sity Hospital here, hospital offi- 
cials said. He was 65. 


The South Carolina Democrat 


had open heart surgery Dec. 11 
to replace 
a 
leaking mitral 


valve with a plastic valve. Sun- 
day, he suffered a series of 
heart stoppages, but heart ac- 
tion was restored, though the 
hospital said Rivers remained 
seriously ill. 


Rivers' heart had stopped at 


least once previously, on Dec. 
20, but a doctor revived him. 


In a statement Sunday, the 


hospital said: "The persistent 
tendency toward this type of ir- 
regularity indicates 
continua- 


tion of the long-standing pre- 
operative heart failure." 


At 1:40 a.m. CST today, Riv- 


ers died of what a spokesman 
said was continuing heart fail- 
ure. 


Rivers, in his capacity as 


chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee, ranked as 
one of Congress' most powerful 
voices for U.S. military superi- 
ority. 


First in line for Rivers' chair- 


manship is Rep. Philip J. Phil- 
biri, D-Mass., but he was defeat- 
ed in the November elections so 
would be chairman only for the 
few remaining days of the 91st 
Congress. 


Thus, under Congress' seniori- 


ty system, Rep. F. Edward He- 
bert, D-La., who will be the 
committee's 
top Democrat in 


the next—92nd—Congress, will 
succeed Rivers as chairman. 


Hebert (pronounced A-bear) 


headed the special My Lai sub- 
committee which concluded last 
summer (1970) that field mili- 
tary and State Department offi- 
cers in Vietnam deliberately 
tried to cover up the alleged 
massacre. 


Rivers betrayed no sign he 


was about to undergo heart sur- 
gery when he won House ap- 
proval Dec. 7 of a resolution 
commending the Army com- 
mando raid on a North Vietnam 
POW camp. 


Earlier that day he had been 


presented an admiral's field cap 
with "The Big Boss" and six

forecasts, presented to the Ar- 
kansas legislative Council to- 
day general revenue budget 
recommendations totaling $255,- 
415,611 for the next fiscal year. 


He told the council he would 


have more comment on the 
budgets—with both some addi- 
tions and curtailments possible 
—when the legislature convenes 
next month. 


Immediately after his presen- 


tation, he told reporters he 
would not be ready until Janu- 
ary "at least" to talk again 
about the possibility of legisla- 
tive action to raise taxes in or- 
der to expand existing pro- 
grams or add new ones. 


The total recommendation by 


Bumpers would give the state a 
budget $14.4 million larger than 
the one under which the govern- 
ment currently is operating.

million of that must be commit- 
ted to the constitutional and 
fiscal agencies. 


Bumpers told council mem- 


bers his presentation could not 
properly be called a budget that 
would continue services at the 
present level.

Burgos trial of 16 Basque ex- 
tremists. 


The sentences will now go to 


Gen. 
Francisco Franco to be 


commuted or confirmed. 


Three of the six were sen- 


tenced to death by firing squad 
—twice. The unusual measure 
indicated the reaction of the 
court to the last day of trial 
when the 16 arose in mass and 
tried to attack 
court-martial 


members. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation when Franco would act 
on the sentences. The three re- 
ceiving two death 
sentences 


each were 
Francisco Javier 


Izco, 29; Eduardo Uriate, 25, 
and Jaoquin Gorostidi, 26, who 
led the charge against the court. 


The prosecution had asked for 


six death sentences and more 
than 700 years in prison for all 
16. 


The sentences, if carried out, 


were expected to inflame leftist 
and student groups and labor 
groups across Spain.

were Mario Onaindia, 22, a me- 
chanic; Francisco Javier Lare- 
na, 25, student, and Jose Maria 
Dorronsoro, 29, teacher.

NBC took care Sunday night to 
point out the source and circum- 
stances of filmed interviews 
with two U.S. Navy pilots held 
prisoner in North Vietnam. 


Edwin Newman of NBC and 


Charles Collingwood of CBS said 
there could be no doubt that it 
was propaganda. They said it 
was filmed under supervision of 
the North Vietnamese by a Ca- 
nadian Broadcasting Corp. cor- 
respondent and a three-man 
Japanese film crew. 


Still, the broadcasts were in- 


teresting. 
Seven 
Americans 


were shown and identified and 


were 
rooms, decorated with family 
pictures. Even so it was highly 
unconvincing propaganda, even 
for the uninitiated. 


CBS followed it with its an- 


nual evaluation of the state of 
the nation by some of its top 
domestic correspondents. The 
conversation flowed freely, hit- 
ting the economy, youth dissent, 
racial tension, drugs, pollution 
and politics. It was 
meaty, 


forthright talk. Their hindsight 
view was grim, but all seemed 
carefully optimistic about the 
future. 


"Rapping 
with 
Brinkley," 


which took over an NBC hour 
Saturday midday indicated that 
there is as much difference of 
opinion about the state of the 
world among youth as among 
adults. 


Newsman David Brinkley sat 


down for an informal talk ses- 
sion with about a dozen high 
school newspaper editors from 
all parts of the nation.

Editor Back Home 


Your editor came home at 4:30 


Saturday afternoon after a four- 
month absence in Sarasota, Fla., 
for eye and dental surgery. I am 
through with the 
cataract 


operation, but will have to return 
to Sarasota in two or three 
months for brief dental sessions. 
I am, of course, in process of 
losing my teeth—but, hopefully, 
not the editorial bite. 


There would have been more 


editorials from Florida during 
my four-month absence but for 
two facts—first, I no sooner got 
used to one pair of new glasses 
when I had to practice all over 
again with another pair, and, 
secondly, I went through a series 
of rental typewriters each of 
which would write part of a letter 
and then hang up. So I did little 
writing but a great deal of long- 
distance telephoning. 


It was 39 degrees and falling 


when I left Tampa airport at 8:30 
Saturday, and 35 when I reached 
New Orleans an hour and 45 
minutes later. 
The Braniff jet 


was 42 minutes late taking off at 
New Orleans but arrived in 
Shreveport just before 2 p.m., 
where Gene Allen, our head 
cameraman, was waiting with 
my car. 


It's good to be back home, 


believe me—after the first 
serious break in 42 years of local 
service. One good report I did 
have—two general physical 
examinations which pronounced 
me basically O.K. 


Following this is the last 


editorial I airmailed 
from 


Florida. 
Three were airmailed 


last Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday, 
but 
General 


Manager Paul H. Jones tells me 
all three arrived in Hope the 
same 
day—caught 
in 
the 


Christmas Eve mail jam. 


SARASOTA, Fla., Dec. 22 (By 


Airmail) — Many Southwest 
Arkansans touring the west coast 
of Florida have marveled over 
the incredible Sunshine Skyway 
Bridge which carries U.S. 19 
traffic across Tampa Bay 150 
feet above the water and cuts 25 
per cent off the 50-mile run from 
St. Petersburg-Tampa to this 
Florida west coast resort town. 


In this final report before 


boarding a National Airlines jet 
here for the trip home Saturday, 
Dec. 26—1 have been away from 
Hope since Aug. 14 undergoing 
eye and dental surgery here—I 
think an appropriate topic is the 
disaster which overtook state 
and federal authorities when, 
with one fine causeway and 
bridge already in service, they 
attempted to duplicate the job 
with a second causeway and 
bridge only a few yards away, to 
give a divided expressway 
across Tampa Bay. 


No special risk was apparent. 


I drove over the original span 
when down here in 1966 and saw 
preparations beginning for the 
second bridge. 
But when I 


returned for a Christinas dinner 
with my sisters here in 19691 was 
puzzled by the discovery that the 
center span of the nearly- 
completed second bridge was 
being dismantled. It looked like 
a multi-million-dollar mistake— 
and so it turned out to be. 


One of the main pylons sup- 


porting 
the 
central 
span 


developed a disastrous crack, 
and the 
span 
had 
to be 


dismantled while engineers went 
down to bed-rock and built a new 
pylon. 


Now the second bridge is 


nearing re-completion and the 
second roadway is scheduled to 
be opened to traffic in mid-1971— 
a couple of years late and with 
millions' extra cost. 
Why all 


this? 


Somewhere in highway of- 


ficialdom—whether federal or 
state, I don't know—a $50,000 
.saving was attempted by han- 
ding the bridge contractor an 
out-of-date survey of the channel 
bottom instead of spending 
money for a new survey. The 
tidal action, however, had 
altered the underwater picture in 
Tampa Bay—and the massive 
pylon split just as the central 
bridge span was being com- 
pleted. 


So a saving of a paltry $50,000

Hope 
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Big Enemy 
Attack in 
Cambodia 
PHNOM PENH, 
Cambodia 


(AP) — North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops, some report- 
edly attacking from boats in the 
Mekong 
River, 
assaulted 
a 


Cambodian garrison in Phnom 
Penh's outer defense ring dur- 
ing the night and fighting con- 
tinued today. 


Unofficial 
reports 
reaching 


Phnom Penh said the garrison 
at Rokakong, 22 miles to the 
north, was surrounded. 


Allied aircraft bombed and 


strafed the attackers' positions 
during the night but the situa- 
tion was described by a Cambo- 
dian military spokesman today 
as "confused." No casualty fig- 
ures were available for either 
side. 


North Vietnamese troops oc- 


cupy positions a half-mile north 
of Rokakong, a district town on 
the Mekong's west bank. The 
market, on Rokakong's northern 
outskirts, has been the scene of 
frequent shooting incidents in- 
volving 
foraging 
Cambodian 


and enemy troops. 


South Vietnamese paratroop- 


ers clearing a road 25 miles 
northwest of Rokakong were re- 
ported to have killed 25 of the 
enemy.

This is the fewest Americans 


in Vietnam since Oct. 22, 1966, 
when there were 337,400.

Russia Will 


MoreJews 


for Hijacking

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


government is reported plan- 
ning to try nine more Jews in 
connection with the Leningrad 
hijacking case, but the world- 
wide outcry resulting from the 
first trial is not likely to make 
things any easier for any of the 
defendants. 


Reliable sources say the next 


trial will begin Jan. 6 in Lenin- 
grad, where a court on Christ- 
mas Eve convicted nine Jews 
and two Gentiles of plotting to 
hijack an airplane to flee the So- 
viet Union. 


Two of the Jews were sen- 


tenced to death by firing squad, 
and the other defendants got la- 
bor camp sentences ranging 
from 4 to 15 years. 


The informants said about a 


dozen other Jews also face 
trials in Riga and the Moldavian 
town of Kishinev, but no dates 
have been set. The sources said 
they did not know the charges 
against these defendants, but 
presumably they are accused of 
involvement in the same unsuc- 
cessful hijack attempt in June. 


The sources said the defend- 


ants in the Leningrad trial next 
week are charged with violating 
Articles 70 and 72 of the Soviet 
Criminal Code. The former in- 
volves 
"anti-Soviet 
agitation 


and propaganda" and the latter 
"organizational activity direct- 
ed to commission of especially 
dangerous crimes against the 
state and-or participation 
in 


anti-soviet organizations." 


Conviction under' Article 72 


carries a maximum penalty of 
death, while Article 70 carries a 
maximum sentence of 10 years 
in a labor camp.

agould street. 


—Fern Hammock, 15, of War- 


ren, killed Sunday in a two-car 
accident on Arkansas 4 near 
Warren.

Corp. following a conversation 
with North Vietnam's Premier 
Pham Van Dong whom he quot- 
ed as saying, "I swear to you 
these men are well treated." 


MacLear said that when he 


questioned the premier about 
U.S. suspicions that the North 
Vietnamese hold more than the 
339 Americans whose names 
they released 
in Paris last 


week, Dong reacted angrily. 


"The Nixon people are scoun- 


drels, scoundrels to talk like 
this," he quoted Dong as saying. 
"It's they who have no humani- 
tarian feelings by talking like 
this." 


MacLear said Dong told him 


the list, which also included 20 
POWs the North Vietnamese 
said had died and nine who 
were released, was "a full one 
and complete." 


The location of the camp was 


not disclosed but the New York 
Times reported a U.S. official in 
Washington said it was the "Ha- 
noi Hilton"—a showplace camp 
where other journalists have 
been allowed controlled visits. 


Jerry Friedheim, a deputy as- 


sistant defense secretary, said: 


"We would of course have no 


comment on a censored edited 
enemy propaganda film show- 
ing only a handful of known 
prisoners. It is one more exam- 
ple of the refusal of North Viet- 
nam to conduct itself as a civi- 
lized signatory of the Geneva 
Convention. Were that conven- 
tion adhered to, there would be 
impartial inspection and contact 
direct with the POWs, rather 
than censored films. In addition, 
we continue to be concerned for 
the prisoners and the missing, 
not just in North Vietnam, but 
also South Vietnam and Laos."

48 Rescued 
From Two

NEW YORK (AP) - Forty- 
eight crewmen were reported 
rescued today from two sinking 
tankers hundreds of miles apart 
in the Atlantic Ocean. Separate 
searches for 27 others contin- 
ued, the Coast Guard said. 


The U.S. Coast Guard said the 


Norwegian vessel Ross Mt. 
picked up 17 crewmen, includ- 
ing the master, of the Panama- 
nian tanker Chryssie, which was 
sinking 270 miles southwest of 
Bermuda. 


Earlier, a U.S. Coast Guard 


cutter rescued 31 men from the 
broken stern section of a Fin- 
nish tanker that split in two in 
heavy seas 600 miles southeast 
of New York City. 


The Coast Guard at Elizabeth 


City, N.C., said a search plane 
over the site of the Chryssie ov- 
erheard a radio message from 
the Ross Mt. that a life boat 
containing the 17 men had been 
picked up. The message said 21 
crewmen were still missing. 


The plane also reported spot- 


ting an oil slick 30 miles wide 
around the tanker. 


The aircraft had been divert- 


ed from the search for the bow 
section of the Finnish tanker 
Ragny. The bow of the Ragny 
carried its master chief engi- 
neer and four other crewmen, 
stranded forward when the ves- 
sel broke up Sunday. 


A man was lost in an unsuc- 


cessful rescue try at the Finnish 
vessel Sunday night. 


The cutter Escanaba reported 


the 31 rescued Finnish crewmen 
to be in good condition and said 
they would remain aboard until 
the search was completed. 


The bow section overturned 


and drifted away during the 
darkness 
and the searchers 


were attempting to locate it. 
The six men 
aboard 
were 


believed lost. 


Vessels that reached the area 


of the Ragny Sunday night had 
to ride out a North Atlantic 
storm before making the res- 
cue. Seas in the area remained 
heavy with 15 to 20-foot waves. 


One man from the American 


Tanker S.S. Platte—first vessel 
on the scene—was lost when a 
small boat capsized during an 
abortive rescue attempt Sunday 
night.

But Sen. Ralph Yarborough, 


D-Tex., chief sponsor of the $225 
million measure, said his staff 
is studying the action to see if 
Congress has a right to vote on 
the veto. 


When Congress is in session, 


the President can only veto a 
bill by sending it back to Con- 
gress. 
But 
when 
Congress 


stands adjourned, the bill is 
pocket vetoed when it is simply 
held 10 days beyond the date for 
required executive action with- 
out the president's signature. 


Congress was in Christmas re- 


cess when the 10-day period 
ended. 


In other action over the holi- 


day weekend, the chief execu- 
tive wrote letters of encourage- 
ment to families of American 
prisoners of war in Southeast 
Asia and the White House an- 
nounced U.S. forces in Vietnam 
hope to phase out use of all her- 
bicides by next spring.

Dear Reader—I can w e l l 


understand your distress but 
you have won half the battle. 
Many p e o p l e don't know 
when they have bad breath. 


You are right in maintain- 


ing good oral h y g i e n e but 
despite the toothpaste and 
m o u t h w a s h ads there are 
many other causes for bad 
breath. A d i s e a s e d or in- 
fected tooth can cause the 
problem; in fact, any infec- 
tion in the mouth can. An 
impacted tooth without in- 
fection though is not likely to 
be the cause. 


A chronic s i n u s infection 


can cause foul breath as can 
infected tonsils or any other 
infection of the respiratory 
tract. This i n c l u d e s the 
lungs. A number of diseases 
of the lungs permit pooling 
of secretions or give off bad 
odors. Of course, tobacco 
gives a characteristic odor 
and contributes to poor oral 
hygiene and sometimes to 
lung disease and sinusitis. 


The digestive tract is a 


f r e q u e n t c a u s e for bad 


breath. I don't mean consti- 
pation, a l t h o u g h laxatives 
can be the culprit. Rarely, 
food may be trapped in the 
lower esophagus, giving off 
foul odors. Many of the dis- 
orders of the digestive tract 
resulting in bad breath are 
not serious and are often the 
result of an overactive stom- 
ach and intestines. Anxiety 
may contribute to the over- 
activity. Gall bladder dis- 
ease or anything that dis- 
turbs the normal digestive 
process can l e a d to bad 
breath. 


Some women develop bad 


breath just before and dur- 
ing their menstrual cycle; 
in fact, a n y t h i n g that 
changes the body chemistry 
can cause bad breath. After 
all, the body is a complex 
chemical factory and like all 
chemistry laboratories does 
emit odors. 


Now what to do about your 


problem? It is unlikely that 
you are going to be very 
successful in solving it your- 
self. You might feel that cer- 
tain foods are particularly 
bad for you or if you smoke 
that stopping would relieve a 
chronic sinus condition caus- 
ing bad breath, but you will 
probably need the help of a 
physician.

A file is the tool you use 


to keep all your other tools 
in shape. As such, it could 
easily be the most impor- 
tant item in your tool box. 


In practice, it probably is 


the most neglected. 


Use files to keep saws and 


drill bits sharp, garden tools 
in shape. Remember that it 
is a maintenance tool for 
other tools. 


Most tool boxes contain 


one or two files and almost 
invariably these are rusted, 
broken or caked with dirt. 


Even then they may not 


be the right types for the 
jobs at hand. There are 
special files with different 
teeth 
designed for 
softer 


metals and there are special 
shapes for different jobs. 
Filing an auger bit, for ex- 
ample, requires a special 
sort of file. Tell your hard- 
ware dealer what you intend 
to do with the file and allow 
him to steer you the right 
way. 


Files are available in all 


shapes, lengths, cuts and de- 
grees of coarseness. Basic 
shapes are flat, round, half- 
round, t r i a n g u l a r and 
square. 


If the file is designated as 


a single cut it has single, 
parallel rows of teeth. A 
double cut file has rows of 
teeth crossing each other. 
The single cut is generally 
used ifor finer work. 


A rasp has sharp, individ- 


ual teeth in a c h e c k e r 
board pattern. Use this file 
for extremely rough work. 
Another file used for rough 
work has curved, parallel 
cutting edges. 


The file length is the size 


of the part of the file that 
has teeth. The pointed end, 
called a tang, is the part 
that is inserted in a handle.

Material to be filed should

Mercury in 
Fish Search 
Intensified

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government has intensified its 
search for further evidence of 
mercury pollution after sword- 
fish joined tuna on the list of 
ocean fish tainted with the poi- 
son. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration said Thursday 89 per 
cent of frozen swordfish sam- 
ples tested contained mercury 
in excess of the federal guide- 
lines—0.5 parts 
per 
million 


(ppm). 


The finding spurred the Na- 


tional Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration to announce a 
speedup in its hunt for mercury 
in other fish, additional geo- 
graphic areas, and lower forms 
of marine life. 


And the FDA launched a mas- 


sive recall of swordfish that offi- 
cials said will eventually affect 
most stocks of virtually 
all 


brand names. No list of recalled 
brands was immediately avail- 
able. 


Japan, the major swordfish 


supplier for the United States, 
has agreed to halt further ship- 
ments until a mercury-monitor- 
ing 
program 
is 
establishef 


there, the FDA said. 


The agency imitated its cau- 


tionary statement of last week 
when 23 per cent of canned tuna 
samples were found tainted with 
mercury: "There is no cause 
for alarm as to an immediate 
health hazard as a result of the 
swordfish findings."

Tree Disposal 
Is Problem of 
Pollution

'Tis the season to be pollution 


conscious. And the concern over 
the quality of the atmosphere 
poses problems for cities trying 
to dispose 
of 
thousands 
of 


Christmas trees after the holi- 
days. 


An Associated Press survey 


showed most cities have banned 
open-air burning and 
instead 


collect the trees and use them 
for landfill. 


Conservation groups in some 


areas have other suggestions, 
however. 


The Detroit Outdoorsmen, an 


affiliate of the Michigan United 
Conservation 
Clubs, 
collects 


trees and hauls them to the 
northern part of the state for 
use as deer browse. The state 
group also suggests the trees be 
distributed in wooded areas for 
use as cover for rabbits and oth- 
er small wildlife. 


The Babe Ruth Baseball Asso- 


ciation in Salem, Mass., raises 
money through a tree-collection 
program. 
Members 
pick 
up 


trees at a cost of 50 cents each, 
inspect them for nails and wire 
and turns them over to the city 
which puts the trees through a 
chipper or shredding machine to 
get mulch for erosion control on 
the slopes in city parks. 


The Missouri Department of 


Conservation 
suggests 
home- 


owners make bird-feeding sta- 
tions out of the trees, anchoring 
them in the backyard and cov- 
ering them with such things as 
suet and fruit. The department 
also says that when several 
trees 
are 
wired 
together, 


weighted and sunk to the bottom 
of a lake, they make good cover 
for fish. 


In California, a spokesman for 


the Sierra Club said his group 
had been trying to get people 
"to buy living trees and give 
them to the U.S. Forest Service 
after Christmas" for replanting. 
He acknowledged, however, that 
"live pine trees have been in 
short supply in the nurseries 
and pretty expensive too. You 
can't ask people to buy trees 
that don't exist." 


Cincinnati's 
Environmental 


Coordinating Organization ran a 
similar drive and will collect 
the live trees and plant them in 
nearby open areas. 


Typical of many cities is New 


York where the sanitation de- 
partment 
has 
special 
post- 


Christmas truck runs to pick up 
the trees which are put through 
a chipper, then buried at landfill 
sites. A department spokesman 
says the collection procedure 
takes about 10 days. 


Artificial trees are one solu- 


tion. Ralph Hulsey, superintend- 
ent of sanitation in Atlanta, esti- 
mated more than 200,000 trees 
would have to be disposed of in 
the area, then added: "I use an 
artificial tree. I really think this 
is the solution. Not only do you 
solve the problem of disposal, 
you lessen the fire azard." 


There are exceptions to the 


antiburning rules—namely in 
areas where Epiphany bonfires 
12 nights after Christmas are 
traditional. 


In Denver, a spokesman for 


the pollution board said the 12th 
night bonfires were considered 
"recreational burns" and ex- 
empt from pollution laws. 


Massachusetts 
officials told 


residents of Marblehead their 
plan to burn trees on a beach 
causeway in a traditional cele- 
bration was illegal. But the city 
Board of Health decided not to 
oppose the plan and a spokes- 
man said, "If the sponsors of a 
12th night program want to burn 
Christmas trees and greens at 
River Head Beach as they have 
for so many years, the Board of 
Health will let them do it." 


Not so in Kansas City. The di- 


rector of air pollution control re- 
fused to issue a special permit 
for the Epiphany burning tradi- 
tionally held in a city park and 
the Recreation Department can- 
celed the program.

Russia Using 
Sex fo Trap 
Diplomats

WASHINGTON (AP) — A for- 


mer Soviet secret police agent 
has told the Senate of a Russian 
Mali Hari-type scheme designed 
to compromise foreign diplo- 
mats by supplying them and 
their wives with a stream of at- 
tractive bed partners. 


In testimony released Sunday, 


Yuri Krotkov, who appeared un- 
der the name of George Karlin, 
said "there is a colossal insti- 
tute of co-opted Soviet girls" 
kept for diplomats, as well as 
handsome Russian men used to 
form 
romantic liaisons 
with 


women attached to embassies in 
Moscow, including the wives of 
ambassadors. 


He named some highly placed 


diplomats and their wives as he 
told of love affairs, seductions 
and attempted seductions. Kar- 
lin said he knew of some inci- 
dents first hand, but others 
were hearsay. 


All the same, he told the Sen- 


ate investigators, such opera- 
tions often failed in establishing 
blackmail opportunities because 
the diplomats knew what to ex- 
pect. 


He said a typical KGB—Soviet 


secret police—joke was a re- 
mark attributed to an American 
diplomat in Moscow that "the 
KGB supplies us each week with 
another blonde girl, like they 
change the sheets in the hotel 
each week." 


The use of winsome women 


for espionage and blackmail is 
nothing new in affairs of state, 
with famous incidents popping 
up all through history. Perhaps 
the most 
notorious involved 


Mata Hari, a Dutch-born dancer 
used by the Germans in World 
War I to pry secrets from Allied 
agents. 


She was caught and executed 


by the French in 1917. 


Karlin said in his testimony 


he was a Soviet playwright, 
screen writer and radio corre- 
spondent until he defected to 
linden in 1963. He said he was 
"co-opted," or recruited, by the 
KGB in 1946 while a correspond- 
ent for Moscow Radio. 


He testified a former French 


ambassador to Russia, Maurice 
Dejean, had sexual relations 
with several Russian women he 
had provided. He said he had no 
official knowledge of the result 
of the espionage plan, but added 
one of his superiors said, "Our 
operation with the French am- 
bassador was one of the great- 
est in the history of KGB's in- 
side operations." 


Karlin testified behind closed 


doors nine days before the Sen- 
ate internal security subcom- 
mittee. Some of the information 
contained in the three volumes 
of 
testimony previously 
has 


teen published in a magazine 
article.

In A Ifekftlft 
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Failing Bill 
Is Money 
Down Drain

WASHINGTON (AP) - A ma- 


jor bill that fails to be enacted, 
like a major business that goes 
bankrupt, represents 
a huge 


amount of money and 
effort 


down the drain. 


The trade bill, tied up in the 


Senate and apparently doomed 
to die with the 91st Congress, 
provides a clear example. 


Nobody will ever know exact- 


ly how much public and private 
money was spent on the prepar- 
ation of the complex and contro- 
versial measure, with its provi- 
sions for import quotas, and on 
efforts 
to 
influence 
opinion 


about it. But available evidence 
indicates the total could top $1 
million. 


The price of transcribing tes- 


timony and of official printing 
alone is a formidable item. An 
estimate based on known costs 
points to an outlay of more than 
$100,000. 


Congressional work on the bill 


got under way toward the end of 
196!) when the staff of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
working with Tariff Commission 
experts, began putting together 
statistical and other background 
information. Their product was 
a 425-page book, produced by 
the Government Printing Office 
for the use of the committee. 


The committee opened hear- 


ings May 11, 1970. In 23 days of 
sessions, it heard more than 400 
witnesses, who appeared 
at 


their own—or their businesses' 


expense, armed with at least 50 
copies of their testimony. 


When the GPO printed the tes- 


timony, it ran to 4,651 pages, 
bound into 16 volumes. 


After hearing witnesses in 


public, the committee went into 
executive session covering 21 
working days to decide on the 
provisions. 


By that time, work on the 


measure was taking the 
full 


time of a half-dozen high level 
professional staff members. Ad- 
ditionally, the executive ses- 
sions were attended daily by 
professional level representa- 
tives of the State, Commerce, 
Labor, Interior, Treasury and 
Agriculture departments, 
the 


Tariff Commission and the of- 
fice of the U.S. Trade Negotia- 
tor. 


When the sessions ended with 


decisions made, the staff work 
of putting the bill into legisla- 
tive language and writing a re- 
port to explain it continued. 


The bill itself ran to 96 pages 


and the report to 190. Both were 
printed in quantity. 


When the contents of the com- 


mittee bill became known, lob- 
bying and propaganda efforts 
by industries, unions and other 
interests affected redoubled. 


House debate on the bill, con- 


ducted under the 
customary 


tight 
rules 
permitting 
no 


amendments on revenue meas- 
ures, took two days. Passage 
sent the bill—and the action—to 
the Senate. 


There the process of commit- 


tee consideration was repeated, 
though on a smaller scale. 


The Senate Finance Commit- 


tee held only brief hearings. As 
the Senate, delayed by disputes 
and filibuster threats, found it- 
self facing a mountain of un- 


done business, the committee 
decided to consolidate welfare, 
Social Security and trade legis- 
lation into one mammoth bill. 


But with mandatory adjourn- 


ment around the corner, the 
Senate has not agreed on such a 
measure and 
House leaders 


have served notice that even if 
the other chamber produces a 
bill, legislation of thia magni- 
tude cannot be revised and 
agreed to in the few remaining 
days of the 91st Congress. 


Some of the work done on 


what would have been the Trade 
Act of 1970 presumably could be 
salvaged if Congress makes a 
fresh start on the subject in 
1971—as it is expected to do. 


But, while the welfare and So- 


cial Security bills are to be rein- 
troduced as they passed the 
House, Chairman Wilbur 
D. 


Mills, D-Ark., of the Ways and 
Means Committee has said he 
wants to consider changes in the 
trade legislation. 


This seems to indicate a re- 


opening and possibly new hear- 
ings that inevitably would dupli- 
cate some of 1970's work.

Reform Top 
Achievements

WASHINGTON (AP) - Key 


Nixon administration officials 
say postal and draft reform top 
the list of achievements in the 
first two years in office. 


Four aides briefed newsmen 


midway through the holiday 
week, giving emphasis to pro- 
gress in domestic and diplomat- 
ic fields and criticizing Con- 
gress for not passing major Nix- 
on proposals. 


Ground rules of the briefing 


prevented identifying the aides 
and held release of their obser- 
vations until the weekend. 


Domestically, in addition to 


postal and draft changes, the 
Nixon years have brought swift 
but peaceful school desegrega- 
tion, an aide said. He cited the 
change since 1968 when 6.1 per 
cent of Negroes in the 11 South- 
ern states attended desegregat- 
ed schools. Now 90 per cent are 
in desegregated programs. 


Society when Nixon took of- 


fice was "very much off bal- 
ance," but the changes wrought

since then have brought "a new 
sense 
of 
balance," 
another 


briefer said. 


It was stated by another that 


"there has been a remarkable

In an effort to break the SST 


deadlock, the Senate's leaders, 
Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., and 
Hu^h Scn|t, R-Pa., have pro- 
posed a resolution seeking a 
compromise that would continue 
SST spending until March 30, 
with Congress to decide on a 
permanent 
settlement 
next 


year. 


Their plan would pry the SST 


loose from the $7 billion trans- 
portation 
appropriations bill, 


which must be passed before 
adjournment to keep the money 
coming for the agencies it cov- 
ers. 


But 
SST promoters, 
chief 


among them Democratic Sens. 
Henry M. Jackson and Warren 
G. Magnuson of Washington, 
don't want the subsidy handled 
as a separate issue. 


For without the big transpor- 


tation money bill as hostage, the 
odds are the Senate would vote, 
as it did before, to halt SST 
funding altogether. 


So far, opponents of the SST, 


lead by Sen. William Proxmire, 


D-Wis., have been waging a po- 
lite filibuster—three hours or so 
each day—against the compro- 
mise appropriation bill. 


The resolution Mansfield and 


Scott proposed would, in effect, 
reverse the situation: advocates 
of the SST spending would have 
to do the legislative blocking to 
prevent their suggested set'tle- 
i'ient. 


If that happens, the result 


could be a move sanctioned by 
the leaders to table—and thus 
kill—the compromise transpor- 
tation appropriations bill. 


That would force a new round 


of negotiations with the House 
to draw up new terms for the 
measure. The House previously 
voted the $290 million in SST 
funds sought by President Nix- 
on. A conference committee 
came up with the $210 million 
figure. 


As for the defense spending 


bill, Fulbright and his allies con- 
sidered the presidential option 
provision, originally a House 
product, the undoing of Senate 
restrictions against the use of 
U.S. ground forces in Southeast 
Asia outside South Vietnam. 


As a result, they sought Sen- 


ate rejection of that compro- 
mise bill, and a new conference 
with the House on final terms 
for that bill. 


A third appropriations bill, 
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providing $18 billion for the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, also is snagged in 
Hie Senate. The House has ap- 
proved that one. 


Magnuson, senior member of 


the appropriations panel that 
handled that bill, has delayed 
action on that measure in an ap- 
parent move to increase its le- 
verage in dealing on the SST 
controversy. 


A $2.53 billion appropriation 


for foreign aid is bound for a 
new round of House-Senate ne- 
gotiations. The Senate rejected 
that one because it includes $200 
million in foreign military sales 
funds not cleared by Congress 
in authorizing legislation. 


The Senate is expected to pass 


early this week a $1.8 billion 
supplemental appropriations bill 
including $255 million worth of 
aid for Cambodia, and $500 mil- 
lion to help bolster Israel's 
armed forces. 


In the end, those appropria- 


tions, and a $3.4 billion package 
of automobile and telephone ex- 
cise taxes, coupled with a spee- 
dup of estate tax collections, 
may be about all Congress can 
manage before it has to go out 
of business Jan. 3. 


The House and Senate have 


agreed to defer the opening of 
the 92nd Congress until Jan. 21.
